RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the Bth May 1973 

No. NHV-ll(6)/73. —On the 24tb of February, 1973, Pier No. 17 of the bridge 
across the Chambal river near Dholpur on National Highway No. 3 yielded 
and settled by about 2 ft. Thereafter in the early hours of 3rd April, this pier 
yielded further and the four arch spans bet’wccn abutment piers No. 16 and 20 
collapsed. This caused considerable dislocation to the free flow of traffic and 
the Ministry of Shipping and Ti'an.sjwrt who are directly concerned with National 
Highways had to depute their engineers to in.spect the damage at site and to 
make alternative arrangements for catering to the needs of tralllc for the time 
being. 

2, The damage cau.sed to this bridge raises issues of a far reaching nature 
and it would be de.sirable both from the technical as well as administrative 
angles, to have the causes of the damage examined in depth and to find out 
ways and means to avoid recurrence of such situations in future. The Govern¬ 
ment of India have accordingly decided to appoint a Committee of Experts 
for the purpose, having as its members from various engineering oi’ganisation.s, 
so as to have their considered expert opinion on the problem. The findings 
of such an Expert Committee will be useful not only in tackling the problem 
in hand, but would also serve ns a guideline for the future os well.

(a) To investigate into the causo.s of collapse of four reinforced concrete 

arched spans between pier Nos. 16 and 20 (from Agra end) and 
subsidence of foundation of pier No. 17 of the road bridge across the 
Chambal river near Dholpur; 

(b) To suggest: 

(i) Ways and means of avoiding similar failures in future; and 

(ii) whether the existing bridge can be retained and four collapsed 

spans reconstructed or a new bridge may be provided, keeping 
in view all aspects, including suitability, economics, etc. 

6. The Committee will complete its deliberations and submit its report a,s early 
as possible,
